Has not his Wiſdom appeared to Admiration, in ſtem- 
ming the Hyde, and checking the Waves of Popular Rage 
and Fury, when they ſeemed to threaten us with an Inunda- 
tion?

Thws (ſaith he) Parliaments, that were ever be- 
& fore the moſt infallible Medicine to heal up any Diſtempers 
&« or Maligmties, are now grown worſe, and almoſt leſs deſi- 
e rows than the Maladies —— ſince malevolent Humour, 
&« end factious Spirits did moſt of all ſway in them, and the 
&« well compoſed Tempers had the leaft ſhare and prevalency in 
&« all their Conſultations. The Fruits and Effects of their un- 
limited Seſſion, who were call'd to Parliament in Forty One, 
we cannot but with bleeding Hearts remember. And what- 


ever reſpect they pretend to have for Parliamerti, tis ( as 


formerly ) but to ſerve their own ends: for, (if they may 
have their own Will) according to the Projet and Deſign 
laid in this Aſſociation, all Parkiaments for the future ( as 
they were once already in my own Memory) will be rcdu- 
ced (without a King or 4 Houſe of Lords ) to a ſele# Pack 
of well-fleſh'd Rxmpers, to do the Drudgery of their Army.

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The Bill of Excluſion and Baniſbment is ſo unreaſonable, 
and fo abſolutely unjuſt, that we cannot look upon't as 4 
means of the King and Kingdoms Safety. And it the D. be 
of ſuch a vindiFive Spirit as they ſuggeſt, nay allow him 
but the Magnanimity that becomes his 85715 or the com- 


mon Reſent of Humanity, and the paſſing ſuch a Bill 
had been ſo juſt a Provocation, it muſt needs have 
expoſed the King's Perſon to great hazard, and the Kingdom 
to the lamentable Fate of a Coil War, if not an inevitable 
Invaſion thereapon. And when we reflect upon the Riſe 
and Progref of our late Confuſions, ( ſo black and diſmal 
in the Event, and fo freſh in Memory) all good men can- 
not but be deeply ſenſible of his Majefties great Care and 
Princely Wiſdom, in keeping us from the more dreadtul 
— of ſuch a Rupture as the reſtleſs Malice of ill men 
ftudy to promote, whether for the Accompliſhment of their 
on — or the ſetting up of their Darling Common 
wealth. 

Whereas they ſay, They are perſuaded in their Conſciences, 
that the dangers they ſuggeſt are ſo eminent and preſſing, that 
there ought to be no delay of the beſt means in their power, to - 
ſecure the Kingdom againſt them We comfort our ſelves, 
that they are no Prophets, (though tis no hard matter to

For to be plain with you, 1n this deteſtable Contrivance 
which is here recommended under the ſpecious Title of an 
Aſſociation, every man of Senſe may obſerve with half an 
Eye, what the Hy pocriſie and Subtilty of thoſe ill men 
have projected, to ſet up themſelves, upon the Ruins of the 


Royal Family, the Engliſh Proteſtant Church and Nation. 
For, 


1. To ſecure his Majeſty's Sacred Perſon, they'll diſband | 
his Guarde, and remove his Faithful Mznifters. 


2. To preſerve his Royal State and Dignity, they'll cut 


off the Succeſſion, and baniſh his dear and only Brother out 
of his Dominions. 


3. To ſupport his Crown, they'll xſarp the Government 
into their own hands, and turn it into a Military State of 
Safety.

in Chriſtendom. All which Particulars, here enumerated, 
are the viſible and avowed Deſigns of this Society and 
their Aſſociation. 


To effect all this, they'll wreſt the Sword out of the 
King's hands, and appoint Officers of their own, to levy, 
diſcipline, and conduct Forces (how far they'll be Merce- 
nary we defire not to make experiment) without his 
Mijeſtys Conſent, and to purſue to Deſtruction all ſuch 
as ſhall oppoſe them.

An Aſſociation this is, ſo hypocritical in the Diſeniſe, ſo 
deviliſh in the Deſign, and fo deſtruFive in the Tendency 
of it, That what Knights or Et Cætera's ſoever they be, 
that pretend to give it Countenance (in the Front of it) 
we are ſure it could no more be ſubſcrib d (or tendered 
to Suoſeription) by Subjects that have any Serſe or Con- 
ſeience of their Dxty, than aſſented to by any Prince that 
has Regard to his on Prerogative, or the Welfare of 
his People and the Church of God, 


In a fad Reſentment whereof, we find that all Loyal 
dubjects do humbly prote i their utter Abhoyrence of the 
laid Afociation, with all other Plots, Deſigns, and Pra- 
ices of the like Nature; and we ſee alfo, they reſolve 
not only to deprecate them in their Litany, (herein we 
beg Delwerance from all Seatrow, Privy e 
Rebellion )) but alſo to engage their Lies and y 
under his Majeſty and his Lawful Sweeeffors, to ſuppreſs 
them. 


Tis true, as you obſerve, the pretenees of \Zeet und 
Piety ( for Religion, King, and 2 are too apt to 
gratific the pood tneunimg of ſore, and to upon 


the weaknels of others. And I am not gtorant, that fuch 
Inſiuu- 
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Inſinuations have gn ſo far with many, as to make 
them ready to ſubmit their Necks to the fame Yoke 
which gall d us formerly; and to become Slaves a fecond 
time to the Deſigns of Facł ion, and the Luſts of their 


Fellow- Subjects. 


But when a ſtupid Infutuation has prevailed with ſuch 
eaſe men, to put on the like Chains with their own hands, 
we eſteem it not the leaſt of our happincſs, that tis ſtill 
in his Majeſty's Power to knock them off, and repricve 
us from that Thraldom. 


I tell you not my own {gle Senſe, but the Senſe of all 
Loyal and Sober men, that being taught by fo late Expe- 
ricnce, that fuch as ſnatch at the Jewels of the Crown can 
never think themſelves ſecure of that Booty, till our Pro- 
perty becomes their Prey too, (as it was in the late Rebel- 
lion, which began with an Affociation) wo are highly ob- 
liged to his Majeſtios Fatherly Care and Tenderneſs, that 
he will not more ſuffer an Arbitrary Power to inſult over 
his Subjects Liberty than to invade his own Prerogative. 


And the Senſe his Majeſty is pleaſed to expreſs of our 
ſad Affliction or Bondage under the late Tyranny of Hy- 
pocritical Reformers, gives us an afſnred Confidence, that 
ſo Dioine a Clemency (as ſhines in him) can never delight 
to hear us groan under the like oppreſſions. 


And Hts Royal Word to ſecure us againſt the Attempts 
of it in others, as well as againſt the practice of it in his 
own Diſpenſations, is a Superſedeas to all our Doubts and 
Scruples upon that account. 
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And having the fame Security for the full Fruition of 
our Religion, in this Church eſtabliſhed, (the moſt ſteady 
and inflexible Prop and Bulwark of the Throne, which 
therefore makes it no leſs his Majeſties Iusereſt than his 
Obligation and Piety to ſupport it) we cannot conceive 
it in any Danger unleſs betray'd by a Latitudinarian Neu- 
trality, or our own froward Schiſms and Diſſentions, 
And we ſhould be ſecure enough in this point too if we 
could be timely awakened to conſult our own Safety, 
and xxanimonſly agree to. make the known Laws the 
Standard of our Duty, as his Majeſty has gracioufly re- 
ſolved to make them the Ryle of his own Government. 


After fuch Agonies as we have conflicted with through 
the noglect hereof, the concurrent Prattiſe of this Rule 
would be the beſt Atonement of our Differences, and the 
Enfurance of our Concord. This would extinguiſh all 
our preſent Plots, and prevent the Emergency of the like 
Project for the future 3 then the Kingdom would be ſet- 
led in Peace, the Church in Order, and all forts of men 
become confofmable in a due Obedience. Succeſſzon would 
be no more diſputed, the Government no more libel/'d, 
Loyalty no more defam'd, nor the Dutifut perſecuted by 
the Tongues or Pens of the Malicious, the Pillow of the 
Crown would be no longer ſtuff d with Thorns, His 
Majeſties Throne would become ſafe and eaſie, his Sword 
victorious, and his Royal Scepter had in Veneration. 


And ſeeing His Majeſty has even prevent- 
ed our moſt early Addreſſes, in profeſſing my —_— 
that to. be his Roya/ Will and Reſolution, Declaration 
which ſhould have been our Prayer and Op- 
tion 3 and having his Sacred Word ( publiſhed in the 
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face: of All Congregatiomt, before the Preſence of the Al- 
mighty) to ſecure A we can acoonnt dear to us; there 
remains nothing for us to Act but the part of ' Loyal 
and Qbedient Subjects, to inable His Majeſty to triumph 
in a e Felicity, maugre the petulant frowardneſs and 
of all undermining Factioms. 


To this end, our Gratitude and bounden Duty puts us 
under theſe ſeveral Obligations.

4. To exalt His Majeſtics Eſteem and Grandeur, that

$. To make our Acknowledgments legible in our Pra- 
ice, by a Regular and Uniform Obedience, and a hearty 
Compliance with all emergent Advantages, that may pro- 
mote his Eaſe and Royal Satisfaction.
